Hasan Khan, deceased, observes that the Nawédb is 
altogether ignorant of the revenue law and isa man of no marked ability in other 
respects. 1t were much better if some experienced Deputy Collector had been 
appointed to the post instead of the Nawab. It would not perhaps be out of place 
to note here that the Members of the Council in Rampur draw extravagant salaries, 
gecially in consideration of the income of the State. The incomes of Kashmir 
and Jeypore States are far larger than that of Rampur; but while the Council 
Members in Kashmir get Rs. 1,200 a month and in Jeypur Rs. 800 a month, those 
in Rampur get as much as Rs. 1,200 a month. Munshi Hamid-uz-Zafar Khan, who 
isthe Vice-President of the Rampur State, was a Deputy Collector of the 5th grade, 
drawing only Rs. 400 a month, when he was translated to his present post. The 
Judicial Member, Munshi Zain-ul-Abdin Khan, was a Subordinate Judge of the 
frst grade drawing Rs. 800 a month. Some years after he had been retired 
on superannuated pension by Government, he was installed in his present post. 
He must now be a quite worn-out man, unfit for any further service. Munshi 
Abdul Majid Khan, Secretary to the Council, was only a Naib Tahsilddér under 
Government on Rs. 50 a month before he was pitchforked in his present post on 
Rs, 500 a month. The pay of the new Revenue Member must also be Rs. 1,200 
month. Surely these salaries are on a very extravagant scale for a small State 
lke Rémpur. Except the salary of the Vice-President, who is virtually the Prime 
Minister of the State, those of other members might well be cut down to half the 
imounts, and the saving applied to some useful purpose for the benefit of the public.

But times have changed, and the country now stands in want of even 

simple bread. Verily, the condition of the people of India is extremely wretched. 

Most of the people who come out dressed in white, and seem to be well-to-do, pass 

a very painful and distressing life in their homes. There are numbers of men who 

hardly get their full meal. But it is a great pity that the European officers siill 
continue to regard India to be as rich as it was in days of old. — 

iieitialitaaes 10.

When the writer has occasion to visit villages, 

he comes across numbers of men and women who lead a very miserable life, neither 

getting sufficient food to fill their bellies nor sufficient cloth to cover their bodies with. 

Now, when such is the condition of the people, who can deny the prevalence of poverty 

in India? Government ought to take mercy on the poorer classes and do something 


to ameliorate their condition and thereby raise them from the sloughs of extreme 
misery and indigence. |

instituted after shorter intervals, so as to prevent the interest from exceeding the 
rincipal in amount. Now how can this benefit a borrower ? It will rather make 
him a sufferer in being made to pay the cost of law again and again at shorter inter- 
vals. The Government and legal practitioners will of course be greatly benefited by 
the Bill ; the number of suits being increased, the former will gain in the greater use 
ifthe court-fee stamps, and the latter in earning larger amount of fees, having 
tp conduct cases in such numbers. Itis all Utopian to ameliorate the condition of 
‘sulturists by means of passing @ Bill like the one under notice. If Government 
is really anxious tO do something for this most useful class of its subjects, it had 
better open agricultural banks to enable them to obtain loans on low interest. 
The present system of takaévi advances does not work at all satisfactorily. When a 
man applies for a takdvi advance of, say, Rs. 100, he hardly obtains even as much as 
Rs. 85, (the rest going to the amlas as their due, &c.), and then itis forcibly realised 
fom him at the exact time fixed for repayment. The result is that while the poor 
nan does not get the full amount of the money advanced to him, he has to borrow 
from his village money-lender to repay the Government advance in time at an 
exorbitant rate of interest. Again, the much maligned native money-lenders are 
not such blood-suckers of the peasantry as the (Huropean) indigo planters are. If any 
money advanced by these indigo planters to the cultivators is not paid back in indigo 
in the same year the advance 1s made, they get bonds executed by the latter for the 
same and realise from them as much as twofold or threefold the value of their 
outstanding money at the next harvest. Even if Government may not like to invest 
its own money in opening agricultural banks, but simply guarantee the repayment of 
monies invested by private individuals therein, a sufficient number of native bankers 
will be forthcoming to embark on the undertaking.
